French financiers have declined to negotiate 
a loan for Portugal. 

The Portuguese Government anticipates a 
tavorabie reply to its note to the powers ask- 
ing their intervention in the dispute between 
Portugal and Great Britain concerning terri- 
tory in Africa. 

The Western nations of Europe have at last 
one subject upon which they can agree, and 
their newspapers are ananimous in abusing 
Engiand for bullying Portugal. Whether this 
is due to a surviving sympathy among the 
Latin pations or because itis a perfectly safe 
subject to dilate upon, now that England has 
gained her point in Africais not apparent. It 
was to be expected that the mob of the Portu- 
guese cities would make some frothy demon- 
strations, but the Spanish and even the 
French papers have echoed the cry of 
‘*bully’’ and pirate“ in a surprising man- 
ner, andthe majority of the Italian journals 
only refrained from joining them at the re- 
quest of the Government. 

The Briton is not usually a sensitive being, 
and general feeling is voiced by the Daily 
News, which. bea 
Portuguese, Spanish and French press to 
„the chattering of apes. which reminds one 
of Carlyle, but apes may be dangerous when 
enough of them are banded together, and the 
many British tourists and residents inthe 
South of Europe may atone vicariously for 
the sins of their brethren at home. 

In a certain sense British capitalists own 
more of Portugal than do the Portuguese 
themselves, and as collecting dividends or 
foreciosing mortgages by broadside or 
bayonet is out of date, it is suggested that the 
island of Madeira would bea very desirable 
acquisition for many reasons. A squadron 
could take possession of it without bloodshed, 
and itis confidently stated that the inhabi- 
tants would rejoice at the change of masters.

Story of the Death of W. C. Rogers. 


special Cablegram to the Post-Dispaten. 
LONDON, Jan. 18.—Facts have just leaked 
outin regard to the extraordinary circum- 


atances connected with the demise of W. C. 
Rogers, a partner of Drexel, Morgan & Co. Mr. 
Rogers arrived in London last June; within 
ton days he was taken ill with pneumonia, 
and on July lhe died at Browne’s Hotel, a 
fashionable place, on Dover street. The 
proprietor of the hotel, Mr. Ford, notified Mr. 
J. S. Morgan in London of Mr. Rogers’ death, 
and atthe same time gave notice that the 
deceased had no relatives in England. 

Mr. Morgan advised Mr. Ford to cable to 
America and ask instructions. This was done 
and before the day was over a message was 
received by him, asking him to bave the body 
embalmed and to hold it pending the arrival 
of a relative, who would sail at once and 
bring the body back to New York. Proprietor 
Ford wasina quandry; it was the height of 
the season and his hotel was crowded, and be 
realized the prejudice that exists against 
heving a corpse in the house. On the other 
hand he had received other cables from 
America following the first, imploring him 
not to send the remains for burial. He de- 
"termined to keep the remains on the premises 
but unknown to anyone, except his brother 
and the porter, a trusted servant and an ex- 
Sergeant of the guards. 

A coffin was brought in and at the same 
time a large package marked, Glass, handle 
with care,’’ and which contained a second 
coffin. Late last night the first coffin, sup- 
posed to hold the body of the dead man, was 
carried out at the side door and reverently 
lifted into the undertaker’s wagon. The re- 
moval was witnessed by all the servants of 
the hotel and by many of the guests, much to 
the relief of all. The corpse was however still 
inthe houee and concealed in the packing- 
casein the room. The next day a stranger 
representing himself to be an attorney called 
at the botel with the avowed purpose of 
examining the papers of the de- 
ceased gentieman. He was the embalmer 
and he did nis work secretly and well. For 
twenty nights succeeding, Ford or his brother 
or one of his assistants, entered the room and 
sprinkled disinfectants on the corpse, burned 
incense and alred the apartment. Finally the 
relatives arrived from New York and put up 
at another hotel. 

The same night of their arrival a large pack - 
ing case marked ‘‘baggage’’ was burried 
down tothe steamer wharf and the body of 
Mr. Rogers was soon beneath the hatches. 80 
secret was the entire matter kept that until 
this publication neither a member of the 
staff nor a guest of the hotel has had any ink- 
ling of what ocourred. The brothers have not 
yet fully recovered from the effects of that 
three weeks’ strain. Before giving the his- 
tory tothe public a reporter called on Mr. 
Ford and, while Coasting to talk of the mat- 
ter, he said it was true in every particular as 
here narrated. 


The Big Guns on English War Ships. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
London, Jan. 18.—Publication has been 

made recently of the disabling of the heavy 

guns aboard the British gunboat Benbow. 


The 110-ton guns aboard the Benbow are 
muzzle-loading Armstrongs of 16-inch oaliber. 
They are the heaviest guns carried by any war 
ship afloat, though the Victoria and Sans 
Parell of the British nav are designed to 
carry similar batteries. The weight of the 
projectile tor these guns is 1,800 pounds, and 
that of the charge of powder 900 pounds. The 
guns were made at the works of Lord Arm- 
strong, and in general appearance resemble 
the ordin Armstrong of 25 tons weight, 
differing only in size. The Benbow carries two

SOMEBODY BLUNDERED. 


THE DISPLAY OF A WRONG SIGNAL CAUSES 
A FRIGHTFUL KAILWAY WRECK.- 


Feur Lives Lost in an Accident in the Sub- 
urbs of Cincinnati—Two Trains Collide 
and the Cars Take Fire—An Engineer's 
Hereism—Rescuing Passengers From a 
Burning Coach—The Casualty Record. 


| INCINNATI, O., Jan. 
‘ite €> 18.—Last night the

ZA 2 tion train, No. 77, 
2 — bound for Cincin- 
4 nati, was run into 
by aOhicago vesti- 
buled train, No. 31, 
with seventy-five 
passengers. The 
lamps and stoves 
set the carson fires 
and then a terribie 
scene was enacted. 
The accident oc- 
curred at College 
Hill Junction and the engine went through 
half the length of the last car. In train No. 77 
were thirty passengers, nearly all in the 
front car. All who were killed or injured 
were in the rear oar, which was a combination 
baggage and smoker. The biow of train 31 
smashed the car and piled up the next two in 
front of it in a common wreck, and the two 
rear cars burned up. 

Nota person in the accommodation train 

was scratched. 9 
KILLED AND INJURED. 

The following were injured or killed in the 
wreck or burned in the fire. The engineer 
and firemen were fatally hurt by jumping: 

James Staley, 49 years, Carthage; face, neck 
and hands burned. 

Wm. Klamitz, 19 years, Carthage, plumber; 
scalp wound and burns. 

Bob Stevenson, baggagemaster of the vesti- 
buled train, of Maplewood, O., was badly 
hurt, and died shortly after being placed in 
one of the patrol wagons. 

The body of John Wilson, Superintendent 
of the Metropolitan Life Insurance Co. of 


Cincinnati bas been identified as one of those 
burned up. 

The engineer of the vestibuled train is lying 
seriously hurt at Winton place with three

lla. m.—The list of the killed in the acci- 
dent in Spring Grove Cemetery sent out last 
night was correct with a single exception. 
What was then thought to be the unidentified 
body of a woman has since been found to be 
the eed of Charles Kellar of Winton place. 
Mr. Kellar and Mr. Wlison were the only pas- 
sengers who boarded the ill-fated train at 
Winton place. Mr. Kellar was going to Cum- 
minsville, barely a five- minutes’ ride, to set- 
tle some busluess. Mr. Wilson was a thirty. sec- 
ond degree Mason and was coming toCincinnati 
to attend a meeting of his lodge. Both were 
in the rear car and were probably killed by 
the cotton. One of r- Rede hands: 
found beside the track. 

HOW THE COLLISION OCCURRED. 

The engine of the rear train which ran into 
the accommodation is known asthe Strong 
engine, one of anew design and which is ex- 
pected to draw a train easily at from fifty to 
sixty milesan hour. A company to establish 
a manufactory of those engines is just about 
in process of formation. This engine is the 
only one of the kind in use on the road and it 
recently brought a heavy train from Hamil- 
ton, twenty-five miles away, in thirty min- 
utes. The engineer of that engine, Coakley, 
did not see the red light on thé rear of the ac- 
commodation before him until he was almost 
on it, and not sure even then that he fully 
realized the nearness of thetrain. Still he 
applied the air brakes and reversed his 
engine and remained with his engine 
until the crash came and then he 
jumped for his life. When found a few 
minutes afterward by aman who ran down 
from Winton place, Coakley was leaning 
against the picket fence along the track, his 
face covered with blood. He eo to be 
in a dazed condition, and asked what was the 
matter. Whenhe became entirely conscious 
he said he found it impossible to check the 
tremendous speed of his train on a down 
grade, but had used every effort to doso be- 
fore he left the engine. 

Supt. Neilson in explaining the cause said 
the fact thatthe Glendale accommodation 
was twelve minutes behind time had no bear- 
ing. Thereal cause was that the operator at 
Carthage, where train No. 81 entered the 
block in which the accident ocourred, did not 
show the signal that would tell the engineer 
that the block was not clear. 

A PASSENGER’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. H. C. Dumont of Newport, Ky., who wa 
returning from a trip to Chicago, said: ‘‘I 
was sitting ip aseat with Mr. A. R. Carver of 
Chicago when the accident occurred. There 
were very few other passengers in the car. 
The shock threw us over against the seat in 
front ot us andI was half stunned. A man 
whom I afterwards found was Mr. Rotnschiid 
of Davenport, Io., came through the car a 
moment after the wreck and asked for God’s 
sake to come and help get the people out of 
the carsin front. We went out and found 
three cars in front of our engine, ail burning 
inside. Two of them were telescoped. 

man was trying to break a window 
with his fist In the car nearest us. He 
told me that his hand was not strong 
enough to break the glass and asked me to get 
a club quick, as a man was burning up in the 
car. I pulled a paling from the fence and we 
broke the window. he man—I don’t know 
what his name was—got half way through the 
window and, with the assistance of Mr. Car- 
ver, Mr. Rothschild and myself, dragged out 
a young fellow in soldier’s uniform. He was 
groaning and only haifconscious and bad a 
terrible cut in the right side of his throat. We 
tore out a section of the fence and carried him 
into the cemetery. We iaid him down and, 
in a few minutes the newsboy and some other 
train hands brought another wounded man 
over. He was suffering terrible agony and, 
from the way he breathed, I thought he bad 
inhaled the flames. His clothes were burned 
nearly offof him. Thay said he was the bag- 
gage-master. 

Everybody seemed confused, and we did 
not know Whattodo for the wounded men. 
Some one said that we ought to get an ambu- 
lance, and just then the ane wagons came 
tnrough the cemetery. o called to the driv- 
ore, and they took the two wounded men 
away.’’ 

Mr. Dumont's experience was equaled by 
that of Fred Silver, the baggageman on the 
vestibule. He was thrown he endof the 
car by the shock. The newsboy, Ed, last 
name unknown, called him to come and help 
rescue Staley, the baggageman of the accom- 
modation, and between them they dragged 
Staley through the window.

BRADY AND THE BOODLER 


THEY MEET AT THE POLYTECHNIC AND 
HAVE AN INTERESTING INTERVIEW. 


The Delegate Asks the Director Not to Talk 
So Much, and Says That the $1,000 Of- 
fer Was a Joke—It Was the Intention te 
Make Brady Compromise on a Suit ef

HE member of the 
House of Delegates who 
attempted to bribe 
School Director Brady 
to vote for the reinstate- 
ment of Janitor Aheara 
of the Polytechnic Insti- 
tute is known.

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IHRER GAS MEASURES. |: 


NOW AWAITING THE ACTION OF THE CITY 
LEGISLATORS. 


What President McMillin Thinks of Them— 
Overhauling the City Salary Lists—The 
Lindell and Central and Western Bills 
for Next Tuesday—Mr, Walbridge and 
the Police Bill—Municipal Matters. 


The meter inspection bill, the reduction of 
the price of gas to consumers bill and the new 
gasworks bill are all in different stages at 
present and all are going through the mill. 
The bill fixing the price of gas at 90 cents per 
1,000 feet is in the Couneil awaiting the 
concurrence of that body on the amendment 
reducing the figure on price from $1. 18% to 90 
cents. This bill will be fought by the gas 
company with all the energy that can be 
brought upon it. 

The meter billis in the hands of City Coun- 
sellor Bell, having been referred to him by 
the House of Delegates Committee. This bill 
provides that the Inspector of Weights and 
Measures shall inspect every meter 
in service at least twice a year 
and make the gas companies 
Owning the meters pay $1 for each inspection. 
Mr. Bell wili be expected to pass on 
the legality of this measure forthe benefit of 
this committee. The Gas Works bill is in the 
hands of the House of Delegates Committee on 
Public Improvements, having been referred 
last night. This bill gives the company a 
right to build works and sell illuminating 
and fuel gas, the gas for lighting purposes 
at 75 cents 14 1, 000 cubie feet 
and the fuel gas at 45 cents. 
Mr Emerson McMillin, President of the La- 
clede Gas Co., was seen atthe City Hall this 
morning and asked what he thought of the 
gas measures. 

How about that new gas-works bill?’’ was 
the first question. 

All wind,’’ said Mr. MeMillin. It's all

A JUDGMENT FOR $2,500 IMPOSED BY 4 
JURY ON A CHILD. 


The First Case of the Kind in This City 
Where a Verdict Was Found Against a 
Minor—Judge Kiein Passes on the Shaw 
Will—J. A. Smith Takes a Change of 
Venue—New Suits. 


Judgment for $2,500 was rendered by a jury 
this morning in Judge Klein’s court against a 
child, a boy 10 yeats old. It is the 
suit known as the ‘‘cat-rifle case’’ 
where Miss Julia O’Brien, a servant, sued 
Henry Loomis, son of Henry Loomis the 
ice-Gealer, for $10,000 damages for personal 
injuriés sustained by being shot in the breast 
with a cat rifle. Mr. Loomis gave his boy the 
gun, and the youngster proceeded to terrify 
the neighborhood. One day the boy pointed 
the gun at one of the servant girls, and Miss 
O’Brien told the girl not to be afraid as it was 
not loaded. The boy then pointed it at Miss 
O’Brien and said: 3 

I' show you {fit won't.“ He had hardly 
leveled it at her when it went off, and the bul- 
let struck her inthe left breast, inflicting a 
painful wound. 

Mr. Loomis’ lawyer demurred to Miss 
O’Brien’s petition for damages and 
the demurrer was sustained, Judge Klein de- 
ciding the father couid not be held responsible 
for the wiliful act of a child during his ab- 
sence, and that if Miss O'Brien wished to re- 
cover she would haye to proceed against the 
child. The case went to trial against the boy, 
and the case ended yesterday at noon, The 
jury retired at 2 o’clock and remained out 
until 6 o’clock yesterday evening, when 
they were excused until this morning. 


They retired again at 10 o’ciock, and at 11 


Oo clock rendered a verdict and judgment for 
$2,500 in favor of Miss O’Brien. Very few cases 
of this kind come up for trial, and seldom is 
a verdict rendered agaitist a minor. The 
judgment will stand against the boy until he 
reaches the age of 21 years, when it can be col- 
lected if he is worth it, but not until then. His 
father, it is said, will not allow the; udgment 
to hang over his son's head, but will no doubt 
pay it if the motion foranew trial is not sus- 
tained orif an appeal to the Supreme Court 
is not granted. 


A Decision on Shaw’s Will. 


This morning Judge Klein passed on the 
question submitted to bim about one month 
ago by the trustees under the Shaw will, 
whether the present directors had the power 


to appoint or elect other directors . to 
fill any vacancies that might occur. 
Mr. Shaw named nineteen trustees in the first 
item of his will, and at the time of his death, 
August 25, 1889, five of them were dead, viz.: 
Adolphus Meier, Gerard B. Allen, Prof. Asa 
Gray, Prof. Spencer F. Baird and Wm. G. 
Eliot, late Chancellor of Washington Un! 
versity. The office of Chancellor is still va- 
cant. Bishop Robertson has been succeeded 
by Bishop Tuttle and Frederick N. Judson has 
been succeeded as President of the Board 
of Public Schools by Charles F. Miller. E. A. 
Noonan was then and. is now Mayor of the 
city of St. Louis. Prof. Francis E. Nipher was 
then and is still President of the Academy of 
Science. Judge Klein says: In ascertaining 
the meaning of the words necessarily the 
Court only undertakes to ascertain the legal 
intention of the _ testator, and this 
is the only safe rule of interpre- 
tation. It is the established law that 
the will of a testator cannot take effect 
before his death. Upto that time it remaina 
ambulatory and itis said to speak — trom 
the testator's death. No one can acquire any 
right as devisee under a will until the decease 
of the testator, and if the devisee or legatee is 
then dead, the devisee bequestis void. The 
reason of the rule applies to all cases in which 
the capacity of the donee to take the 
devisee or legacy has ceased to exist be- 
fore the will takes effect. The testator 
must be presumed to have known the law, and 
by refraining from altering his will to indi- 
cate that he meant it to be construed by its 
rules. * * * There is nothing within the four 
corners of the will which indicates that Mr. 
Shaw intended that the death, within his own 
life, of any of the persons whom he honored 
by naming them as _ trustees, should 
create a vacancy or require any ac- 
tion on the part of the remaining trustees 
in whom the title rested on his death, to fill 
the same. The office—if it can properly be 
cailed an office—was created for the person 
whom he named as the incumbent, and not as 
office independent of such incumbent. The 
death of Messrs. Meiler and Allen and Profs. 
Gray and Baird terminated the office created 
forthem by the testator, and, therefore, no 
office remained to be filled by others in their 
place, for where there is no office there 
dan de no officer tofillthe same. From the 
foregoing considerations it follows thatthe 
question propounded to the Court by the pill 
in this case: Whether the deatns of Messrs. 
Meier, Alien, Gray and Baird, or any of them, 
have created vacancies to be filled by the 
petitioners under the terms of said will?’’ 
must be answered in the negative. 


Joseph G. Lodge Memorial Meeting.

THE MULLERY CASE. 


Joseph L. Mullery’s Oross-Examination— 
The Trial Goes Over Until Monday. 


The eross- examination of Joseph L. Mullery, 
son of Jobn Mullery, whose case has been on 
trial in the Probate Court for a couple of days, 
occupied the entire afternoon session of the 
court yesterday.

Mr. Johnson 
wanted to know who was joined in the prose - 
cution with the witness. The question was 
objected to. Mr. Johnson explained that he 
wanted to show that John J. Conroy was 
really back ot it and was responsible forthe 
attack upon Mrs. Alves’ character. They 
would also show that there was a proposition 
to abandon the proceedings upon the con- 
veyance of the defendant’s property to his 
children except Mrs. Carlin, reter Mullery, 
and the Sister of Charity were inthe scheme 
which fellthrough. The question was ruled 
out. 
A question as to who was bearing the ex- 
pense of the prosecution was also ruled out. 
The witness testified that his father had 
given all his children fair educations, al- 
though the defendaut had very little educa- 
tion. The witness admitted having told his 
father he ought tosign a paper conveying his 
property to his children, 60 that his daughters 
would be protected in case such a woman as 
Mrs. Alves inveigied him into a marriage. The 
witness said he offered to give up his own in- 
terest in property, and merely 
wanted to hie = sisters. He 
knew if signed away 
his property Mrs. Alves would not care to 
marry bim. An agreement was drawn up by 
which the defendant was to convey his prop- 
erty to his chilaren, he retaining the income 
and a wife’s dower rightincase he married. 
The proceedings in court were to be dismissed 
upon this busis of settlement. The witness 
objected to the wife’s dower being one-third 
claiming it should only be one-eighth, and 
also objected to his father raising $5,000 on the 
property, as the clause permitting this was 80 
worded that the defendant might continue to 
raise similar sums as often as he chose. 
The witness also wanted the share of 
his brother Pete placed with a 
trustee and did not want his brother-in-law, 
Patrick J. Madden, as trustee for all of them 
in the agreement, but desired some member 
of the family instead. The witness knew that 
Mr. Hennessy had denied having made 
charges against Mrs. Alves’ character and 
that John J. Conroy had been sued for crimi- 
nal tibel because of his statements about her. 
The case went over until 10:30 a. m. Monday, 
there being no session of court to-day on ac- 
gout of the funeral of the late Joseph G. 
odge.

INSPECTOR BURKS oa HOPE FOR NO AID 
FROM THE MERCHANTS’ EXCHANGE. 


but ‘Will Not Extend Its Operations to 
mes fion of Rigid Nen-AIater- 
fe¥éricé Aisumed— Burks Out of Funds. 


INCE the election and in- 
stallation of the new offi- 
cers and Board of Dircctors 
of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change, the State Board of 
Rallroad and Warehouse 


escaped discharge, 
been waiting eagerly for 
— any news that would con- 
vey a hope, however slight, that east side 
inspection would be permitted. The tone of 
Burks, his superiors and his subordinates, 
has completely altered, and instead of 
breathing truculent defiance, they are willing 
to grant almost anything that may be asked, 
so long as they are allowed the privilege of 
drawing fees from the grain on the ast side 
of the river. 
EXTENDING THE OLIVE BRANCH. 

In December a letter was received by Presi- 
dent Cox from W. G. Downing, expatiating 
upon the advantages that would accrue to St. 
Louis from having a uniform system of in- 
spection on both sides of the river, and ask- 
ing that steps be taken to permit the ap- 
pointees of Burks to draw revenue from East 
St. Louis. By the old board this mattey 
was referred to its successor, and the 
Chief Inspector and his statellites eagerly 
awaited the first meeting in hopes that some 
action favorable to them would be taken. 
They were, however, doomed to disappoint- 
mentasthe new Board of Directors deter- 
mined that they would in no manner, shape 
or form interfere with the operation of the law 
or with the duties and emoluments of the ofti- 
cers appointed in obedience to it. No attempt 
willbe made to in any way ciroumscribe the 
field of uséfulness of Expert Burks, and that 
the last possible cause of offense given by the 
Merchants’ Exchange might be removed, it 


was decided to abolisb the Committee on 

Grain Inspection and leave this matter en- 

tirely in the hands of the State officers. 
POSITION OF THE EXCHANGE. 

Amember of the Board of Directors said 
that the matter had been quietly talked over, 
and an agreement reached that no legal pro- 
ceedings would be taken to test the consti- 
tutionality of the law, but that Burks would 
be allowed to enforce it without opposition as 
far as he chose to assert his authority. Asto 
inspection on the East side, Burks would not 
be in any manner prevented by the Merchants’ 
Exchange from exercising any supervision that 
he might think that he possessed, that being a 
matter entirely between him and the Lilinois 
authorities. While a large majority ofthe 
board were opposed to it, all were in favor 
of respecting the law, and in throwing no ob- 
stacle inthe way of its enforcement. Those 
who believed that it was unconstitutional, 
and could be successfully contested in the 
courts, found themselves in the — 1 
and it was agreed with practical unanimity 
that no attempt to interfere with its operation 
in any way would be made, but that the law 
would be obeyed in every respect. The news of 
this discussion by no means filled Burks and 
his fellow experts with delight. What they 
wanted was not an attitude of strict obedi- 
ence to the law, but active co-operation from 
a body of men, the great majority of whom 
were opposed to it, in extending its opera- 
tions to a neighboring State. 

SOME PLANS FOR RELIEF. 

It was suggested that-asthe grain received 
in East St. Louis was owned by citizens of this 
city, that the authority of the Missouri in- 
spectors was sufficient to give them juris- 
diction, but an intimation received 
from the police authorities of East 
St. Louis that any attempt to 
enforce such a claim would be 
instantly followed by incarceration put a stop 
to any such plan. It was then said that the 
grain in transit to Kast St. Louis might be in- 
spected on this side of the river, but on con- 
sultation with lawyers this ground was 
found to be untenable, In fact, it 
was evident that the chief grain inspector 
could only collect fees from grain delivered 
in Missouri unless by favor of the Merchants’ 
Exchange. The necessity of doing something 
to relieve the financial stringency is becom- 
ing daily more 8 During the period 
between the middle of February and the Ist 
of July little grain is received in this market, 
and the inspeetion fees are trifling. The busy 
season is from July to January inclusive, and 
the old inspectors used to collect nine-tenths 
of thelr revenue during these months. They 
always entered the dull season with a surplus, 
but Burks will enter it with a large deficit.

FORAKER ON THE STAND. 


TESTIMONY BEFORE THE HOUSE COMMIT- 
TEK ON THE BALLOT- BOX FORGERY. 


The Ex. Governor of Ohie Gives His Version 
of the Case—How the ‘‘Letter of Vindica- 
tion’? Was Obtained From Wood—A Cer- 
tificate of Character That Did Net 
Amount to Much—Statement of the Wit- 
ness in Detail. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 18.—Ex-Gov. 
Foraker resumed his statement before the 
House Committee in the ballot-box forgery 
to-day, beginning by reading a letter from 
Mayor Mosby, telling the technical questions 
necessary for a smoke inspector, and dated 
August 14. Witness then said that he did not 
see Wood after receiving the Walters letter 
until October 6, when he appeared at Colum- 
bus, and asked for money to go to Washing- 
ton to look up the battery deal. 

Witness gave him $200 through Prior for the 


purpose. Wood said the publications had 

otten the gang down on him, speaking of 

furray in a discreditable way and saying that 
they had been trying to get him to say that 
the paper was aforgery. He also said that he 
was in fear of personal violence. Witness 
tried to reassure him and had the money 
paid over to Wood, October 8. On that date he 
got a note from Wood saying that he could 
get the boxes at $10a piece and not to show 
the note to Halatead. 

Representative Grosvenor interrupted with 
a question, 12 for doing so. The 
witness said that he was pleased to be inter- 
rupted by a question. 

Mr. Grosvenor: ‘‘Well, I see the papers 
seem to think I was trying to annoy you yes- 
terday. I never thought of such a thing. 

Continuing, the witness read a letter from 
the Oincinnati Screw 4 Tap Co. estimating 
the cost of the ballot-boxes at $4 each. It 
closed with the statement: ‘‘This same Wood 
would hardly bear close inspection, and he is 
now ‘ posing as a ‘smoke inspector’ of this 
city.’’ It was signed: Tour old neighbor, 
F. B. Leopold. 

Then the witness read another letter from 
T. ©. Campbell to Wood, commenting upon 
witnese’ Music Hall speech as unfair, abusing 
Mr. Halstead, saying that nothing better could 
be expected from him and suggesting a law- 
suit against him in connection with the ballot - 
box matter. 

Areporter at this point asked Representa- 
tive Grosvenor if the letter had been pub- 
lished. T. O. a who stood in the 
rear, exclaimed: ‘‘Yes, itwas published. A 
letter containing so much truth ought not to 
be kept in the dark.’’ 

Resuming his narration, witness read a 
note from Kir. Halstead received the morning 
after the retraction (October 11) saying that 
he had found the paper to be a forgery and 
proposed to publish aretraction. 

Witness answered expressing fear that he 
(Halstead) had been imposed upon. He 

witness) was considering what should be 

ope about the matter. His first impuise was 
to abandon it aud publish everything then and 
there. Hetold Kurtz he wanted everything 
published. Kurts said he was of the same 
impression at the beginning and had written 
to Mr. Halstead to that effect. 

Here the witness read the letter from Mr. 
Kurtz to Mr. Halstead, in which he suggests 
that he give at once to the world the name of 
the forger or forgerse to the end that 
vigorous prosecution be begun of all engaged 
in the ballot-box affair; that such was the 
course best calculated to save his good name. 
In answer, Mr. Halstead wrote that he argued 
with Harman that nothing turther should be 
published at that time. Harman wanted to 
protect the young man who had had some- 
thing todo with the forgery. 

Witness said he did not know exactly what 
todo. He was somewhat confused, as any- 
body would have been. He had not caused 
the paper to be unpublished and Mr. Halstead 
had taken all the responsibility, 
and witness thought he had bet 
ter leave the matter where it was until the 
time should come when everybody could 
speak in freedom. Wood was in Washington 
looking after the ‘‘battery deal.’’ it- 
ness thought Wood might be making 
statements or falling into the hands 
of 1 who might use bim, 
go he thought it would be well to have some- 
body keep track bim. Therefore he tele- 
graphed Mr. H. C. Megrewot Washington to 
come to Columbus. Megrew came and 
after witness had explained 
the details to him, returned to 
Washington on October 14 with instructions 
to watch Wood. Megrew kept track of Wood 
until he left Washington for Ohio to vote the 
dey before election. 

While in Washington Wood wrote wit 
ness several letters, but when witness 
learned he was a forger he stopped having 
any communication with him, and Kurtz 
wrote Wood that they would have — ty to 
do with him and would not answer his let- 


ters. 

On October 16 witness became ili and 
had to retire from the 85 tor ten days 
or two weeks. He went to his home and had 
no correspondence with anybody. On the day 
after election hesaw Megrew and asked after 
Wood. Megrew replied that he (Wood) seemed 
greatly distress about intimations in the 
newspapers that he (Foraker) was at fault in 
what had been done in the matter,and wanted 
to write, but been forbidden ‘to 
do so. He wanted to set witness right in the 
world. Witness told Megréw that a certificate 
of character at Wood’s hands would not 
amount to 2 „ but he might write 
if he wanted oso. Witness got the letter 
Monday, November 11, and threw it ona 
tabie. His wife found it and put it away 
in a bureau where it lay until witness 
saw the publishdd E that Mr. Butterworth 
nad sald that he tness) had procured is 
fora money consideration from Wood when 
he locke for and found it. It was 
dated Washington, November 7, and in it 
Wood said he was sorry witness was defeated 
and saw that some papers said it was the bal- 
lot-box matter and him (Wood). He (Wood) 
did not believe it, for witness had notbing to 
do with it, and if he wanted he (Wood) would 
2 a statement that would clear him of hav- 
ng any improper connection with him (Wood) 
or the so-called forgery matter or the ballot- 
box business.

Witness afterward met Wood as he (witness) 
was ©oming out of the Commercial office. Wood 
wanted to talk to him there, but wit- 
ness told him to come to the Gibson 
House, which he did. Almost the first thing 
Wood did was to inquire about his smoke in- 
spectorship. Witness told him he could do 
nothing more about it; that he had forfeited all 
the confidence he had in him. Wood wanted to 
know what that meant and witness told him 
of the affidavits of Harmon and Halstead. 
Wood rather spunked up, and wanted to 
know whether witness charged him with 
forgery. Witness repiied that he did not 
make that charge, but that he (Wood) 
was responsible. Wood wanted to make a 
statement for him, but he told him (Wood) he 
wanted no statement or anything more to do 
with him and ordered him out of the room. 
Wood seemed disgruntled, but got up and left 
and witness had never seen him from that day 
untila moment ago when he came into the 
com mittee-room. 

There never was one cent of money paid bim 
on that or any other account, except for the 
expenses incurred by him at Washington in 
getting information. Witness had in- 
structed Megrew to pa Wood’s 
expenses and his fare to ashington. 
Wood wanted to go from Washington to New 
York, but witness wanted him at Cincinnati, 
where he could look after him. 
Since the election witness had been 
trying to investigate matter 
to the bottom, and been 
the mostimportant business he had on hand. 
He thought hehad told everything he could 
recall about the matter. 

Before cross-examination he wanted to say 
that it had come to his knowledge that Wood 
had made what he called a confession in 
writing and sworn to. Inasmuchashe had 
nevor seen that confession and had come here 
at the click of the telegraph, and perhaps at 
as much or more inconvenience than any 
other witness, he thought it was due to him 
that he should have access to that confession 
as he had some testimony he wished to put in 
at that point. 

Representative Grosvenor said that night 
before last, forthe first time, he had been 
furnished with an outline statement of what 
Wood would say here. It had been read 
to him possibly to aid Mr. Foraker’s cross- 
examination. It was not in the form of a con- 
fession. Perhaps Mr. Foraker might not want 
to take a statement that might not go in. 

The witness replied that he was here to 
meet anything any House member might say 
and was ready to meet what was being circu- 
lated about as an alleged confession. He did 
not want any statement from a scoundrel. 

The Chairman thought that the best thing 
to do would be to place Wood immediately on 
the stand, and it was decided that he should 
do so after the cross-examination, which 
was immediately begun by Representative 
Grosvenor. 

On cross-examination, the witness sald that 
he had been on friendly relations with Senator 
Sherman, and in fact had never been on any 
other terms with him that he knew 
ot. He did not know that Senator Sherman 
was in this country when he got the forged 
papers. Knewthat he went on the stump 
October 10 and that Mr. McKinley did the 
same early in September. 

Question: ou did not cail Mr. McKinley’s 
attention to the paper?’’ 

Answer: ‘‘No, sir. Our relations bave 
always been pleasant. I never had any 

articular acquaintance with him; he 

ived in one part of the State 
and I lived another. I met 
him only at conventions and public meetings 
and had po personal acquaintance with him. 

Mr. Grosvenor suggested that his relations 
with Maj. Butterworth were not so intimate 
and friendly as with the other gentiemen. 

Witness replied that rey! had always been 
pleasant up to the time of his (witness) nomi- 
nation. e did not call Mr. Butterworth’s 
attention to the paper; he did not get back 
from Europe until about a month after he 

witness) got possession of the document. 

e saw from the newspapers that he had 
been reported as saying in an interview with 
Col. T. C. Campbell that Wood was a liar 
and was unworthy of a place. He certainly 
would not have called Campbell’s ollent a 
liar without expecting to havetofight about 
it, and he had no recollection of ever having 
made such a statement. 

Witness had had no suspicion as to Wood's 
integrity; he had regarded him as a hard 
working man, an inventor possibly some- 
what eccentric—did not know whether he 

ot that impression before or after this mat- 
er was agitated. Oertainly he did not think 
that be would misrepresent anything to him 
and Wood’s statement had been apparentiy 
confirmed by an absolutely reliable man, 
Mr. Hadden. 

Never heard of any other contract except 
that described by Wood. He had told all he 
xnew about the gun contract. Never cared 
much about that; he was after the ballot-box 
mutter because it seemed simpler and easier 
to got at. Wood had said that he had no right 
to the gun contract papers, but had to the 
others.

WRERE THE FAULT LIES. 


The rapidity with which the United 
States Senate is Alling up with rich men, 
utterly without distinction as orators, 
teachers, party leaders or public servants, 
is a fact, the philosophy of which the New 
York Evening Post has made ap elaborate 
but rather lame effort to explain. 

The contrast between the rich ‘‘dum- 
mies’? who now hold so many seats in the 
Senate, and the famous orators, the 
great expounders,’’ the trained states- 
men and trusted leaders or popular war 
heroes, for whom seats in the Senate were 
reserved until very recently, shows that 
a great change is taking place, either in 
public sentiment or in the working of our 
political machinery; and the error of the 
Evening Post lies in its ussuming that 
„rich men have become the popular 
heroes“ of the present generation of 
Americans. 

Now, if this were true, we might expect 
that our choice for President in 1892 
would be limited to a choice between two 
candidates selected by the two great 
parties from that galaxy of great money- 
makers composed of ROCKEFELLER,GOULD, 
HUNTINGTON, STANFORD, PHIL ARMOUR, 
JOHN I. BLA, and others of like wealth 
and fame. We might further expect that 
party conventions would proceed to set up 
a property qualification unknown to and 
at variance with our Constitution, and 
that party nominations for all offices 
would hereafter be conferred only on big 
money-makers condescending enough to 
accept them. * 

But we know that the men referred to 
are not popular heroesand are not popu- 
lar in any sense of the word. No party 
will dare to nominate either of them; and 
in all popular assemblies and all un- 
packed and unbought party conventions 
men who are not rich will hereafter as 
formerly be nominated or chosen over 
candidates who have only wealth as their 
chief recommendation. 

It is not the people who are setting up 
welth as a test of talent or as a qualifi- 
cation for office, and filling the Senate 
with men known only as successful money 
getters and possessors of millions. That 
is the work of corrupted State Legisla- 
tures reeking with the taint of boodle. 
They give Senatorships to men who, no 
matter how rich they may be, can not buy 
an election from the people and dare not 
run alone for any office in the gift of the 
people at large.

FOUNDATIONS OF FORTUNES, 

Strong eucouragement and hope for 
poor boys and young men compelled to 
work for their support was contained in 
the article in the SUNDAY POST- DISPATCH 
last Sunday describing the start of the 
rich men of this city on the road to 
fortune. 

The men whose careers were briefly 
sketched are men who in large measure 
dominate the commercial activity of St. 
Louis. They are now wealthy men at the 
head of large business establishments. 
They are powers in the world of trade and 
finance. Butin many cases hard poverty 
was the condition of their early life and 
in all cases mentioned there was necessity 
for work. They began in small ways and 
by industry and thrift laid the foundation 
of fortune. 

These life histories are full of the 
bracing inspiration of hope for poor 
young men. They teach the lesson of con- 
tentmgnt and bright cheerfulness in poor 
conditfons, because they demonstrate 
the fine, truthful philosophy of success in 
SIMON CAMERON’S reference to his early 
poverty as an advantage, Poor young 
men have little reason to envy rich young 
men. The opportunities of pleasure and 
of culture possessed by the latter are 
more than offset by the temptations to 
take ease, become indolent and form hab- 
its of thoughtless extravagance. Charac- 
ter is formed by adversity. The struggle 
to get up in the world develops inde- 
pendence, self-reliance and all the vig- 
orous, active qualities of manhood. It 
forms habits of industry and makes rich 
men and great men. , 

But another important lesson in these 
sketches is the value of thrift. The young 
man who spends all he makes and expects 
to geta start to wealth through sudden 
food fortune invites disappointment and 
continued poverty. The wind-fall is a 
rare event. In the vast majority of cases 
it is the capital accumulated by saving 
trom hard earnings, which brings the 
competence or the fortune. Honest work 
and intelligent thrift will solve the prob- 
lem of life success which confronts all 
young men.

It was inevitable that the new 
qualifications for office should bring this re- 
sult. 


Our Coffee Tax.

The moment the United States took off the 
duty on coffee Brazil clapped on an export 
tax, and ever since then the treasury of that 
country has been collecting from American 
consumers , 000, % a year which should 
either stay tn Amerloan pockets or go into the 
American Treasury. If the moment Brazil 
Imposed that export duty Congress had passed 
a law declaring that all coffee coming from 
that country should pay a duty equal to that 
tax, but that the coffee produced where no 
export duty was levied should come in free, 
and providing further that as Brazil lowered 
its duty the American tariff should drop, so 
that if one disappeared the other vanished, 
the result would have been an enormous 
stimulustothe growing of coffee in the Cen- 
tral American States, in Venezuela and other 
South American republics,and in Hayti, Santo 
Domingo and elsewhere in the West Indies. It 
would not have been long before the suprem- 
acy of Brazil would have been threatened, and 
be Government of that country, seeing its 
coffees were being replaced in the market by 
those of competing nations, would have begun 
cutting down its unjust tax or repealed it 
altogether. 


What Brice Paid for a Senatorship.

Some idea of the cost of the Ohio Senator- 
ship to Mr. Calvin 8. Brice may be gathered 
from the fact that as Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic Executive Committee of 1888 he con- 
tributed $100,000 to the general campaign fund. 
This upon his own testimony. After the cam- 
paign he paid the deficit out of his own 
pocket, amounting to $225,000. This upon the 
statement of a personal friend. He took the 
Ohio delegation to the st. Louis convention 
in special cars at his own expense, say $20,- 
000. For five years he has been actively con- 
tributing to the expenses of Ohlo campaigns. 
He paid the election expenses of a score of 
legislative candidates last year, and in one 
way and another subsidized at least twenty- 
five newspapers. His loans to politicians 
have been large. And it was because of this 
liberal expenditure for the party—amounting 
in all to $500,000—that Mr. Brice claimed the 
Senatorship, and it was upon this ground 
alone that it was awarded to him.

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SHE WASN'T ON THE LIST. 


MES. CHISHOLM-FOSTER SNUBBED BY 


CANADIAN SOCIETY- ~ 
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Her Name Not Among the Invitations 
Issued for Lady Stanley’s Reception 
—The Finance Minister Sharply Criti- 
cised for Going to Rideau Hall Without 
His Wife—The Social Boycott and How 
It Is Likely to Result, 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraren. 
TTAWA, Ontaria, Jan. 
One doubts as to 
the question of the so- 
cial status in Canada 
of Mrs. Foster, wife of 
the Minister of Fi- 
nance, has now been 
definitely settled by 
Lady Stanley, the wife 
of the Governor-Gen- 
eral, in refusing to in- 
vite her to the Gov- 
“7 ernment House. The 
Free Press now tells 
tue whole story and 
zu has caused a Dig 
sensation about the 
lobbies of the House 
ot Commons and else- 
, where. Report is cur- 
rent to-night that Mr. 
Foster has tendered 
his resignation as Minister of Finance to Sir 
John MacDonald, and it is quite evident that 
the feeling is so strong against him that itis 
no longer optional with him whether or not 
he remains in the Cabinet. 
The Free Press article is as follows: Tbe 
name of Mrs. E. Foster, wife of the minister 
of Finance, was omitted from the list of ladies 
invited to the reception which Lady Stanley 
intended holding last night forthe wives and 
daughters of gentlemen who attended the 
State dinner. When the list of invitations 
was published and Mrs. Foster’s name was not 
there, though her husband’s was, it was sup- 
posed that an error had been made. When 
asked whether it was true that Mrs. Foster 
had been ignored by Lady Stanley, Capt. Col- 
ville, Military Secretary to Lord Stanley, said: 
„It is quite correct.’’ 
Can you assign any reason for it?’’ 
„No. She was not Invited; that is all. 
A SYSTEMATIC BOTOOTT. 
All the other members of the Cabinet and 
Privy Counselors and their wives and daugh- 
ters were invited, but Mr. Foster was invited 
alone. Thisissaidto be the outcome of a 
systematic social boycott to which Mrs. Foster 
has been subjected. It is sald that the wives 
of two Cabinet Ministers called upon Mrs. 
Foster shortly after her marriage, and that 
they were severely reprimanded forso doing. 
„I Mr. Foster stands that he is no man, 
was the general comment upon the boycotting 
business to-day. It his wife was not fit to 
be invited he should have been left out also, 
one gentleman remarked, tor surely they 
are equally to blame ifthereis any dlame in 
the matter. 
An ex-Capdinet Minister who attended the 
State dinner, speaking on the subject, said 
there was nothing cise to be done. ‘‘As I un- 
derstand the matter, the wives of the other 
Cabinet Ministers have been subjecting Mrs. 
Foster to a social boycott. Now, how could 
Lady Stanley or the authorities at Rideau Hall 
ask these ladies to a reception where they 
would meet Mrs. Foster,whom they have been 
seeking to ostracise, and how would Lady 
MacDonald and the others be able to justify 
their course towards Mrs. Foster if she was 
received and entertained at Rideau Hall? The 
parties whom Mr. Foster must blame, if he is 
to blame anybody, are not the Rideau 
Hall people, but his own colleagues and 
their wives. When he found that 
his wife was ignored he should have 
resented it. A gentleman may sometimes 


with propriety overlook an affront offered to 
himself, but no man worthy to be classed as 
a member of his sex will calmly submit to an 
attempt to socially stigmatize the lady whom 
he made his wife. However, I don’t know 
what Mr. Foster may do. Probably he will 
makeastrike for a lucrative positionas a 
means out of the trouble, and no doubt his 
colleagues would be glad to make a sacrifice 
to get rid ot him. I feel inclined to sympa- 
thize with Mrs. Foster under the olreum- 
stances.’’ 


IT WAS TO BE EXPECTED. 

A Conservative member from New Bruns- 
wick talked quite freely about the boycotting 
of Mrs. Foster. Iam not at all surprised, 
It is an unfortunate business. All the 
best of our lawyers hold that the 
marriage is illegal, and there are 
decisions ot our Provincial courts 
which support that view. Then, you see, 
whatever the legal effect of the marriage may 
be it is palpable that the whole arrangements 
forthe marriage were made while the lady 
was the wife of another man. That, from any 
point of view, is aserious matter. No lady 
could reasonably find fault with a man for 
marrying a woman who had been divorced 
under ordinary circumstances, but this is not 
an ordinary case. I understand that Lad 
MacDonald desires tofollow the rules whic 
have been establishea by Her Majesty upon 
such matters, anc the other ladies of the cab- 
inet are in a line to follow her éxample.’’ 

‘‘I was surprised to see Mr. Foster there, 
said one of the gentlemen who attended the 
state dinner. ‘‘I had been assured before I 
saw him there that Mrs. Foster had not been 
invited. To my mind the action of the man 
who attends an entertainment from which his 
wife has been excluded, is utterly indefensi- 
ble and unpardonable.

How a Sunday-School Superintendent’s Wife 
Was Fooled by a Portrait Society. 


A well-known Baptist Sunday-school Super- 
intendent has had an experience with a Brook- 
lyn portrait society which may serve asa 
warning to others. Some time before Christ- 
mas one ofthe circulars of this society fell 
into the hands of the Superintendent’s wife. 
The circular purported to make bona fide the 
following offer: ‘‘If you will send us a photo- 
graph of yourself, or any member of your 
family, we will make you from it one of our 


finest 3x4 life-size crayon portraits absolutely 
free of charge. The only consideration im- 
posed upon you will be that you exhibit it to 
your friends as a sample of our work, and 
thereby assist us in obtaining orders, and that 
you promise to get it framed in a suitable 
manner for a fine portrait so that the work 
will show to advantage. 

The Superintendent’s wife thought that this 
wasa fine opportunity to surprise her hus- 
band. She had a portrait of herself which her 
husband bad always admired. It was the only 
one she had. She was also possessed ofa 
frame which would be in every way suitable 
for the crayon likeness. She sent the photo- 
graph to the Brooklyn firm and said that she 
wished to have the crayon by Christmas. On 
November4she got an acknowledgement of | 
the receipt of the photograph and a circular 
containing full information about rather cost- 
ly frames sold by the company. Inthe letter was 
the following request. We ask you as 4 
favor to select one of the enclosed desizns 
with price, and let us put it around your 
crayon before we send it to you. The small 
profit which is made in framing the portrait 
will go toward rewarding the artists who 80 
generously make the crayon portrait gratis.’’ 
The Superintendent’s wife wrote back that 
she did not wantany frame. In the reply she 
received was the following: ‘‘This of course 
takes away the little profit we might honestly 
make if we sold you a frame. If you will 
guarantee us to put the crayon portrait in a 
suitable frame we will go ahe and finish 
your order forthe small amount of $8, which 
amount would be about the profit we would 
= on one Of our frames if we had sold one 

you. * 

On receipt of the letter the Superintendent’s 
wife decided to tell her husband of the matter 
and did so. He informed her at once that he 
considered the society a fraud and to write for 
her picture. She did so, butshe did not re- 
ceive it. The Superintendent then wrote, but 
the photograph was not sent. He wrote a 
second time, but still without any satisfaction. 
The photograph, as was stated, is the only 
one which the Superintendent’s wife has of 
herseif, and is regarded by her husband as the 
best she ever had taken. They regret its loss 
very much.

Why Dr. McLeod Opposed the Instaligtion 
of Dr. Lyman Abbott.

The friends of the 
young lady were displeased at this action and 
would not allow their children to attend. It 
was a frequent occurrence for Chauncey Oar- 
penter, the teacher, to spend the whole day in 
school without a bega as the people of the 
district thought it better to keep their chil- 
dren at home than to send them to school be- 
fore a fool, as they calied bim.

HARVARD GRADUATES CONDEMN THE 
COLLEGE ATHLETIC COMMITTEE

The Pastimes Join the Amateur Athletic 
Union—Comiskey Signs With the Chi- 
cago Brotherhood Club—Trouble the 
Brotherhood Teams Will Have in Ar-

EW York, Jan. 18.—If such 
of the graduates of Harvard 
University now residents of 
New York as were seen by 
a reporter yesterday fairly 
represent the sentiments of 
the others there is anything 
but approval of the recent 
decision of Harvard’s 
faculty that hereafter Har- 
vard athietes shall not en- 
gage in any intercollegiate 
contest outside of New En- 

n land 

Wm. Biakie of the class of 66, who was a 
particularly distinguisned athlete during his 
time at Harvard, and who is now a successful 
New York lawyer, did not hesitate to say that 
he thought the action of the faculty simply 
sillvintheextreme. ‘‘Of course,’’ said he, 
„eit is meant asaslapat Princeton and Cor- 
nell, not to mention Columbia, and it comes 
with very bad taste at this time when Prince- 
ton has proved her supremacy on the football 
fleld and when Cornell’s power on the water 
is not to be laughed at. Why, in my 
day Harvard men were willing to meet all 
comers in the fleld ot athietic sports. We did 
not care whether they were professionals or 
amateurs. If Harvard and Yale had sub- 
ceeded in establishing that athletic supremacy 
over Princeton and Cornell they could perhaps 
afford to flock together all by themselves, but 
as matters stand to-day the action of Harvard 
can only be regarded as cowardly and will 
bring the college into contempt.’’ P 
Lawyer Jabish Holmes, Jr., who was a 
member of the foot ball team of Harvard from 
1876 to 1878, said: ‘‘It seems to me that the 
Athletic Committee of the Harward faculty 
had bettershutupshop. Where is the sense 
of sucha committee when its members are 
men who evidently have no conception of the 
principles of fair play? Ever since that com- 
mittee was formed it has, in my opinion, beeh 
trying to kill athletic sports at Harvard. The 
students of no other university are so ham- 
pered or interfered with in athletio pursuits. I 


the faculty and think it will have a bad effect 
upon Harvard in more respects than one.’’ 
Lawyer J. W. Hawes of the class of 66, who 
was one of the Incorporators of the Harvard 
Club of this city, said that he regarded the 
limitation of athletio contests in which Har- 
vard could take a hand as the height of ab- 
surdity. He was of the opinion that athletic 
pursuits had been carried too far in all col- 
leges, but If inter-collegiate contests were to 
be allowed atallit was ridiculous and cow- 


ardly in Harvard to bar out such universities 
as Princeton, Cornell and Columbia. He 
thought the effect would neeessarily be in- 
jurious to Harvard’s fair fame. 

Similar opinions were expressed by a num- 
ber of other graduates who were found at the 
rooms ofthe Harvard Club on Twenty-first 
street.

The Pastime Athletic Club of this city is now 
a member of the Amateur Athletic Union.

THE WORLD’S FAIR CONTEST AS IT Ar- 
PEARS TO NEW YORKERS- 


A Member of the New York Delegation 
Gives His Views ou the Situation—The 
Candidacy of Washington Merely a 
Blind—Remarkable Territorial Divisions 
—The Present, Outlook. 


CCORDING to the 
opinion of New 
Yorkers, the cam- 
palgn of St. Louis 
for the World’s 
Fair seems des. 
tined to be 
crowned with suc- 
cess. Last night 
Louis 8. Cart- 
wright of Brook- 
lyn, who was one 
of the delegates 
went to Washing- 
ton in the interests 
of New York, ar- 
rived in the city on 
a short business 
trip. To a repre- 
sentative of the 
POSsT- DISPATCH Mr. Cartwright sad: When 
I went to Washington I believed that New 
York was the only city really in the race, 
and still think that we have much the best 
chance, butafter an experience of one or two 
days, I plainly saw that we should not have a 
walkover. 
THE ASTONISHING FEATURE 
to all was the number of disappointments 
that the delegation from each city met with. 
I know that we were tremendously surprised 
when we found that our bitterest enemies 
came from New England, and that a large 
proportion of the Pennsylvania delegates 
were lukewarm, to say the least. 
Chicago had counted on the Ohio and 
Indiana vote, but when it came to be tested it 
found that St. Louis had not a little influence 
in Indiana, while in Ohio New York was far 
stronger. St. Louis also had a bitter pill in 
store for her in finding that half, if not more, 
of the Texas vote would go to the city by the 
Lake. The disturbing element all along has | 
been Washington. No one believes seriously 
that the national capital has a chance. The 
citizens do not want the World’s Fair, and 
there is 4 strong feeling against 
requiring the Government to bear 
the entire expense, which must 


be done if that place is chosen, for no guar- 
antee fund to amount to anything can be 
raised. But in spite of this fact Washington 
has a very considerable support, and at almost 
any time by throwing its strength in one dl- 
rection can settie the question. Those now 
express themselves as favoring that city do 
not either expect or desire that it should be 
selected, but simply support it to give them- 
selves an opportunity of watching the course 
of events, and voting as may seem best to 
them in the light of future developments. 
THE CANDIDACY OF WASHINGTON 

‘*Thev may be called the opportunists of the 
contest. The greatest part of the strength of 
Washington comes from the South and South- 
west, although there are some votes 
given that city from the North Atlantic 
States. New York is the greatest suf- 
lerer from the unexpectedly powerful 
supvort given Wasbington and St.Louis comes 
next. Chicago loses scarcely anything, as 
nearly every vote thatis counted for Wash- 
ington would be cast against the former city, 
at least that is the — belief, although in 
the present state of affairs itis hard to say 
just how the members stand. The 
idea that States could, as a rule, 
act together has been proved to be entirely 
erroneous. The Congressmen seem to act at 
their own sweet will, irrespective of the 
wishes of their colleagues or constituents. 
Before we had been in Washington a 
day we found that we would have 
to deal with the Congressmen a in- 
dividuals and not as representatives 
of States and districts. In three contiguous 
districts, with identical interests, itis a com- 
mon thing to find the Congressmen voting for 
three different cities. The Territorial lean- 
ings, where they exist at all, are very pecu- 
liar. 

SOME PECULIAR FEATURES. 

‘‘Chicago finds some of its strongest adher- 
ents and — vociferous champions right in 
New England, which should give its vote to 
New York. On the other hand, several of 
the Illinois and Wisconsin Congressmen 
are opposed to Chicago and in favor 
of St. Louis, while in Texas and Louisi- 
ana, States that had been reckoned 
as favoring St. Louis, some Congress- 
men are in favor of Washington and more 
will vote for Chicago unless they undergo 
a change of heart. The present complicated 
position of affairs ia apparently favorable 
to Chicago, as it allows her to develop 
her full strength, while that naturally 
belonging to her two rivals is depleted by the 
quasi-candidacy of Washington. But unless 
a stampede should occur itis likely that the 
leading position which Chicago seems likely 
to take will be detrimental to suc- 
cess as it will array all the 
opposition against her. Before I left 
Washington I was in consultation with the 
New York leaders, and they gave it as their 
opinion that after afew ballots the Eastern 
Atiantic States would change from Washing- 
ton to New York; that the States South of the 
Ohio would dothe same, with probably one 
or two of the Gulf States, and that with the 
Pacific coast in line a good majority would be 
secured. 

THE PRESENT STATUS. 

This seemsto me tobe the most probable 
result, butitis by no means impossible that 
the Southern States may go to St. Louis and 
give that city the Fair. If Chicago wins the 
prize it must be without the assistance of the 
votes of the Southern States, as they are op- 
posed to that — 3 Any one who believes 
that politics will not enter into the con- 
test will be very much disappointed, 
as political reasons have produced the present 
condition of affairs. As a rule the Southern 
States care little where the Fair is held, and 
are perfectly ready to trade votes for 
measures in which they are interested. What 
the outcome will be no one can tell with any 
degree of accuracy, but the New York dele- 
gates believe that their city has the best 
chance, with St. Louis second.
